Kissinger reveals U.S. policy on Mideast

Kissinger, at his first full-scale news 
conference as secretary, said that while 
the United States was unhappy with 
Russia's statements and actions so far on 
the Arab-Israeli war, they had not reached 
a point of damaging the U.S.-Soviet deten­ 
te 


"When that point is reached, we will not 
hesitate to take a firm stand,’’ Kissinger 
said, “ but as of this moment we are still 
attempting to moderate the crisis. I want 
to repeat that when we make the judgment 
that <Soviet) action has reached a point of 
irresponsibility, we will be very firm in 
making this clear " 
Kissinger said the United States did not 
consider Soviet statements urging other 
Arab states to support Egypt and Syria 
were “ helpful,“ nor was it pleased with 
apparent 
Russian 
military 
resupply 
efforts. 


Rut he added: 
"We do not as yet consider that Soviet 
statements 
and 
actions 
threaten 
the 
stability of the detente I mentioned Mon­ 
day.” 
He was referring to a speech in which he 
said, 
"Detente

irresponsibility in any area, including the 
Middle East “ 
U. S. officials said this country so far is 
supplying only relatively small amounts of

Reagan refuses to 
say will accept offer 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) —Gov. Ronald Reagan says he is 
“ honored and proud" that Republican State Chairman 
Gordon C. Luce has recommended him for the vice 
presidency 
However, the Republican governor Thursday still refused 
to say he would accept an offer from President Nixon to re­ 
place resigned Vice President Spiro T Agnew 
Luce, of San Diego, announced he had recommended 
Reagan to GOP National Chairman George Bush “ on the 
basis of consultations with more than a score of GOP 
leaders throughout California." 


“ It was the virtually unanimous concensus of these 
leaders that Gov. Reagan is the best qualified to fill this 
position. For this reason, his was the only name I submitted 
to chairman Bush." Luce said 
Bush had asked each member of the Republican National 
Committee to submit the names of three possible 
replacements.

Agnew's resignation 


The resignation of Vice President Spiro 
T. Agnew sent waves of shock, concern 
and confusion throughout the nation. 
It is understandable. 
It is understandable because Mr. Agnew, 
himself, was the main contributor to the 
disbelief and shock over his action. 
Ever since the day the Wall Street 
Journal reported that Mr. Agnew was 
under investigation for bribery, extortion 
and income tax evasion, the public has 
been the subject of strong denials of guilt. 
The published reports were nationally 
disclaimed as “ damned lies 
and Mr 
Agnew emphatically declared he had 
nothing to hide. Later, he took on the 
Justice Department, claiming they were 
pressuring him through news leaks and 
blasted the press for printing such leaks. 


It is obvious now that the case against 
Mr. Agnew was, all along, a strong case. It 
is further obvious to us now that the

denials and counter-charges by Mr. Agnew 
were

deceitful, 
delaying tactics in order to secure time for 
the necessary plea bargaining between his 
attorneys and the Justice Department. 
We do not consider the resignation as a

feel it would have been more of a 
“ tragedy” for a vice-president of the 
United States, so tainted with political 
scandal, to remain in such high office, a 
heart beat away from the presidency. 
An important task now faces President 
Nixon in nominating a successor The big 
question, of course, is whether or not the 
President should nominate a strong vice 
president or just a caretaker. 
We believe that this country demands 
more than a caretaker for such an 
important 
office. 
Politics 
should 
be 
dispensed with. The job demands the best 
possible man, there is no other choice. 


Technological advances 


WASHINGTON — As a measure 
of the fantastic changes that have 
occurred in this amazing century 
take a look at the plane that Charles 
A Lindebergh flew in the first flight 
across the Atlantic. The year was 
1927, not so long ago that many of us 
can still remember the excitement 
when the lone flyer landed at Le 
Bourget airport in Paris at the end 
of his 3312 -hour solo. 


Tliere it hangs in the Smithsonian 
Institution, a single- engine plane 
looking incredibly small. There, too, 
is the Wright Brothers plane from 
Kitty Hawk in 1903, more nearly a 
manned kite than an aircraft. The 
record of America’s technological 
progress has gone forward from 
those 
two 
monuments 
almost 
without interruption The doubters, 
as 
Lindbergh 
doubted 
in 
1941 
President Roosevelt's claim to be 
able 
to 
manufacture 
50,000 
warplanes, have always been proved 
wrong. 


Consider 
the 
record. Three astro­ 
nauts 
have 
just 
completed 59 days 
in 
space 
in 
the 
Skylab. 
Another 
crew will go up on 
Nov. 11 to spend 56 
days in the labora­ 
tory, although their 
stay could be longer 
depending on cir­ 
cumstances. 


Work is already in progress on a 
space shuttle to be operational m the 
1980s. This will have a continuing 
function with a projected use of a 
hundred round trips between earth 
and the stratosphere. It will be able 
to stay aloft from seven to 30 days 
during which time earth - orbiting 
payloads can be launched. The cost 
sounds stratospheric — $5 1 billion 
for the space shuttle — yet put 
alongside the bill for the weapons of 
annihilation the Pentagon demands 
it is not so large. 
As for the scientific benefits, 
perhaps only a few specialists in the 
space field can give a proper 
evaluation. But the cynics who 
spoke derisively of spending billions 
to put some clown in the sky are 
wrong on several scores Landing on 
the moon was not so much like the 
justification 
for 
climbing 
Mt. 
Everest — because it was there — 
or as an exploration comparable to 
Columbus’ discovery of the new 
world. 


What is to be gained from that 
sterile, dead planet, the scoffers 
ask. The discoverers of that other 
era were met with the same doubts 
and derision 
Better leave those 
empty places to a few Indians 
On the aircraft- production side 
the record is equally impressive. 
Seventy- nine per cent of the planes 
in operation on the world's airlines 
in 1972 were made in America This 
does not include the Soviet Union 
and the People's Republic of China, 
but their inclusion would make little 
difference. China is about to acquire 
10 Boeing 707s. 
On military aircraft the figure is 
difficult to come by. It seems likely, 
however, that the percentage would 
be about the same as for civilian 
sales, although in recent years the 
French have been pushing their 
planes in the Middle East and in 
Africa. 
A m erican 
technology 
in 
computers 
and 
electronics 
is 
unrivalled. That is one reason the 
Soviet Union is so anxious for a 
trade deal. 
Unrivalled, 
too, 
is 
productivity on the farms. With 
about four per cent of the population 
in agriculture the abundance of food 
and fiber suffices not only for 
consumers at home but for sales 
overseas to help correct the trade 
imbalance and, as has been shown in 
the past year, to be dissipated in 
deals costly to the United States 


taxpayer. 
The 
great 
achievements 
in 
production, 
in 
discovery 
and 
invention, are in painful contrast to 
the 
failures 
in 
self-government 
illustrated by the grim mess in 
Washington. It may not be too much 
to say that if we find a way out of the 
morass — the swamp of intrigue, 
deceit and doubt — it will be thanks 
to American productibity. 
A painful fact of contemporary 
life is that social and political 
understanding have fallen so far 
behind technological change on an 
order 
of 
magnitude 
like 
the 
discovery in millenia long since past 
of the wheel The hazards of this gap 
are dramatized by the individual 
who has his finger on the nuclear 
button and his social reflexes back 
in another age Aspects of the stone 
age are a left- over in the mind of 
computerized 20th Century man. 
The Smithsonian Institution is 
building 
a 
new air and space 
museum that is to be dedicated on 
July 4, 1976 The Wright Brothers 
plane and Lindbergh's spirit of St. 
Louis 
will 
be 
central 
exhibits 
illustrating how in an eye wink of 
time, 
as 
measured 
sidereally, 
change has come. That no one can 
predict what manner of man will 
preside over that occasion is a 
melancholy commentary on the gap 
between technology and politics.

WASHINGTON - Around many 
petty 
or 
industry-indentured 
bureaucracies in Washington, the 
best civil servants are in a conflict 
of allegiances By obeying unjust 
or corrupt orders, they are violating 
their personal obligation of public 
trust in their public office. By 
disobeying such orders, they run 
the risk of being fired or isolated 
into any empty office with empty 
duties. 
It 
is 
not 
easy 
from 
many 
conscientious government employes 
to learn that the way to lose your job 
is to do your job. 
Ernest Fitzgerald, the former 
cost 
reduction 
expert 
for 
the 
Pentagon, learned the hard way 
when he fought against waste as a 
way of doing business in defense 
contracting. In 1968. he “ comitted 
truth” (as he put it) by testifying 
before Senator William Proxmire’s 
committee 
about 
a 
$2 
billion 
overrun on the Lockheed C5A cargo 
plane contract. Although supported 
by several members of Congress 
and 
newspaper 
ed ito rials, 
Fitzgerald lost his job. It took over a 
year for top Pentagon and White 
House 
officials 
to 
effect 
his 
separation from the Department by 
abolishing 
his 
position, 
as 
a 
Pentagon “ economy move’’ no less! 
Fitzgerald, unlike many heroic 
civil servants who suffer their 
expulsion 
or demotion in silence, 
decided to fight back. Assisted by 
the 
American 
Civil 
Liberties 
Union’s 
lawyers. 
Fitzgerald 
obtained last month an order from 
the Civil Service Commission (CSC) 
to reinstate him at the Pentagon 
with $100.000 back pay. 


It was not a satisfactory victory 
and 
Fitzgerald 
may 
decide 
to 
appeal. For one thing, the CSC did 
not conclude hat he was dismissed 
because he blew the whistel on the 
C5A 
waste 
before 
the 
Joint 
Economic Committee of Congress. 
It stated, incredibly enough, that the 
Pentagon fired him because the 
Department believed he was the 
cause of “ unjust publicity’’ in the 
press. 


The Commission’s own records in 
the case contradict this evasion and 
support 
the 
disclosure 
of 
the 
overrun 
as 
the 
motivation 
for 
Fitzgerald’s forced departure 
So 
calculated was the enmity of his 
superiors that the Air Force Office 
of Special Investigations destroyed 
all favorable reports returned on 
Fitzgerald as a result of their 
investigations. In a memo from 
White 
House 
aide, 
Alexander 
Butterfield to H. R. Haldeman on 
January 20, 1970, Butterfield said: 
“ Fitzgerald is no doubt a top- 
notched cost expert, but he nust be 
given very low marks in loyalty; 
and after all loyalty is the name of 
the game.’’ 
Loyalty to whom and for what? 
The Code of Ethics for Government 
Service — a little read document — 
states: 
“ Any 
person 
in 
Governmental service should put 
loyalty 
to 
the 
highest 
moral 
principles and to country above 
loyalty 
to 
person, 
party, 
of 
Government department.’’ 


The 
CSC 
avoided 
a 
proper 
opportunity to ascribe responsibility 
to 
Fitzgerald's 
superiors 
who 
escaped all accountably for their 
collusive and illegal behavior. It 
failed to order the Air Force to 
include reasonable legal expenses as 
a part of the retroactive pay due 
Fitzgerald. Had he been required to 


pay for the ACLU’s legal services, 
his legal expenses would have more 
than absorbed his back pay of 
$100.000. 


So the Fitzgerald case, however it 
may cast credit on one man’s 
stamina and accuracy, is not likely 
to help other civil servants who are 
daily ordered or expected to cover- 
up, violate their department’s own 
rules, 
expose 
the 
citizen 
to 
unconscionable abuse or waste the 
taxpayer’s money. 
Few people outside Washington 
realize how important it is to reform 
the Civil Service Commission so 
that it supports the competent and 
law-abiding civil servant instead of 
shielding the corrupt, partisan, lazy 


or well-connected officials running 
the upper levels of agencies or 
departments. Two of our reports 
(Whistle Blowing and The Spoiled 
System) address themselves to this 
cardinal issue.
